I. Courses 

a. Orientation for Oversees 

Since no classes were ran in November for the past three 
years for Jack of registrations, attendance at the course for this 
November’s running totaled 18 students. Registrations to date in 
FY 73 total 46, up 39 percent over the comparable period for the 
past two years. For FY 72, the total was up 50 percent over FY 71. 
This substantial increase in support for this course over the past 
18 months has come mainly from TSD, WH, NE, and FE Divisions. 

b. Large-Scale Systems Analysis 

The third running of this week-long course began on 6 November 
with only 16 students out of a maximum potential of 23 attending. The 
contract instructor is somewhat concerned as are we over the diminish 
ing number of students but we have no ready answer to the problem.

c. Language Training Support for NASA Officers 

The Language School is continuing Its support to the USDA 
Graduate School's Russian course for NASA officers involved in 
the joint U. 5 . - Soviet space project. After supplying them with 
recommendations for materials and enough tapes to get them 
started, their tape duplicator broke down and they again turned 
to the Language School for help. The language School supplied 
USDA with 50 copies of Russian tapes needed to keep their courses 
going. In addition, the Assistant Director of the USDA Graduate 
School, Dr„ Edmund Fulker, visited the Language School on 
31 October and felt that the language School would be able to halp 
them with their entire language program. He asked 
Deputy Chief of the language School, to serve as a consultant to their 
foreign language planning committee.
